Being a by-law to pay grants to Hospitals, and to provide 
for the payment of indigent patients at Hospitals within the 
County of Oxford. 


WHEREAS power is granted the Muncipal Council under 
the Municipal Act, to grant aid to public hospitals for the treat- 
ment of persons. 


AND WHEREAS under the Public Hospitals Act the 
municipality in which an indigent person was a resident at the 
time of admission is liable to the hospital for the payment of 
the charges for treatment at a rate not exceeding $1.75 per day. 


AND WHEREAS it is desirable to equalize the payments 
made to the hospitals within the county for the year 1942. 


THEREFORE BE IT and it is thereby enacted by the
